This is one of the many y philo- 
sopries Dr. Murray Banks, 
psychiatrist and comedian, ex- 
pressed last Friday in his campus 
talk, “What to Do Until the 


‘Psychiatrist Comes,” 


Mental hygiene was the under- 
lying theme of the talk. Dr, 
Banks. said, “Suicides, neuroses, 
and psychoses could be avoided 
by facing frustrations instead 


of trying to run away from’ 


them.” - 
He. added, “No one is born 
insane, people who .are’ insane 
want to be insane.” 

“If the basic human wants of 
wanting to live, to feel important | 
or having the love of. someone 
else aren’t fulfilled, people make 
adjustments by turning ’to liquor 
or committing emotional and 
physicad suicide,” he said. 

“All. this could be avoided by 
proper mental hygiene educa- 
tion. Schools should teach mental 
hygiene to prevent ulcers and to 
get better discounts.”

Lumumba Is 
Rabble-Rouser

tute of World Affairs on “The 
Congo in Transition,” said that 
the only thing that will save 
the Congo is a strong federal- 
. type government, which would 
draw the country together. © 
Dr, Merriam said the Belgians 
themselves were responsible for 


. the present situation in thd Con- 


go because of their tight controls 


exercised under a policy of pa-. 


ternalism. 


He added that the Congolese 
were not trained to assume lead- 


ership, and that they did not 


know what to expect of inde- 
pendence, or what form of gov- 
ernment to adopt. . 


He said that tremendous pres- 
sures were put on Belgium by 
the. U.S. and the U.N. to grant 
independence, Since 5 per cent of 
Belgium’s wealth was tied up in 
the Congo, independence was 
granted in hopes of establishing 


- friendly relations with the former 


colony. 

Commenting on Patrice Lu- 
mumba, Dr. Merriam said the 
man is a born rabble-rouser, but 
that his ability to play East 


against West within ten days -~ 


after coming to power “was not 
the action of 4 dumbell,” — 

“Yhe Congo is worth fighting 
for,” Merriam said, “and Oom- 
munism has no better foot-hold 
there than does Democracy.” 


. He added that the Congo, rich 
in natural. resources, is of im-- 


_ portance strategically, because 


“to control the Congo would be 
to control all Central Africa.”

The project, as “suggested by 
aie Works Director George 

J. Fisher, Traffic Engineer Burt 
Whedon and Planning Director 
Alden F. Aust calls for a con- 
crete road running the entire 
east-west frontage of the cam- 
pus. 

It would be located “far 
enough south to allow another 
12-foot eastbound lane to be 


’ added to Dodge Street later.” 


This would require a “35 to 37. 
foat slice of the campus,” Dr. 
Bail pointed out. 


According to its proponents the 
20-foot slab would ease the traf- 
fice tie-up created by students 
turning into the University. 

They make no provision, how- 
ever for eliminating the back-up 
of drivers making left turns from 
the westbound lane. 


It would be shifted to the Hap- 
py Hollow Boulevard intersection 
as the plans call for’ entrances 


‘ only at either end of the road- 
_way. 


Cost estimates set the price. at 
75, thousand dollars with the 
University being asked to pay 
two-thirds of it. . 

Planners break the financing 
into. three. sections with the city 
tind OF sharing the 30-thousand 
dollar east section, the’ Univer- 
sity paying for all the 85-thou- 
sand dollar center stretch and 
the city footing the bill for the 


10-thousand dollar west portion. 


.In describing future plans for 
the area the planners pointed~out 
that “the project will not elimi-. 
nate the necessity for widening 
Dodge Street.” 

Dr. Bail agreed that there is 
a “mounting traffic problem and 
that a study must be made.” 

But he emphasized that “this 
is only one of many Donnie’ so- 
lutions.” 


He did not display" any en- 
thusiasm for the service road 
idea. 

“We will comment later,” he 
said.

Council meeting Tuesday cen- 
ered on the proposed traffic ac- 
cess road. 

“One thing is certain,” said 
President Milo Bail, who attend- 
ed this week’s meeting. “Ievery 
single day more automobiles find 
their way onto Dodge Street.” 

Dr. Bail, who learned of the 
situation Monday, has proposed 
in the past that Dodge Street 
be widened to five lanes and a 
left turn lane be incorporated. ° 

This access road is part of an 
over-all Dodge Street traffic flow 
study of 52nd street to 72nd 
street or beyond, the president 
said. 

The city objects to helping OU 
alone, he said. The president 
seemed to think that this par- 
ticular plan, as it now stands, 
would offer no solution for OU’s 
problem and would be a waste of 
funds. “Why should we spend 
money from the University to 
build a city street?” 

Dr. Bail referred to the re- 
gents’ policy of using tax and 
tuition funds of the University 
only for direct, academic benefit 
to the students. 

He asked members of the 
council] where the drivers come 
from in entering OU from Dodge 
and what the problems were to 

’ them.

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Road Planners Need ; 
More Logical Ideas

Whoever dreamed up that so- 
called “access road to serve the 
University of Omaha’ can’t be 
serious. 

What good would it do? 

If the.students are going to en- 
ter via Dodge Street they’ve got 
to turn someplace. That spot is 
going to be a bottleneck no mat- 
ter whete you put it. 

Why Move the Jam ; 

Granted there is a problem but 
I fail to see where this idea can 
justify the loss.to the University. 

If cars now back up at Sixti- 
eth Street they are just as likely 
to back up at Happy Hollow 
Boulevard. As far as I can see, 
they don’t back up at all to the 
West. oar 

What, then, is the gain? 

Consider now the loss, 

_ Would Cut 40 Feet 

According to its advocates, the 
road “would be 20 feet wide and 
located far enough south to allow 
an additional 12-foot lane to be 
added to Dodge Street.” 

Including curbs and a lane di- 

_vider, the project would lop off 
nearly 40 feet from the entire 
University frontage. | 

In addition OU would be as- 
sessed 50 thousand dollars of the 
75 thousand dollar price tag. 

Dr. Bail and the University 
have been asked to study this 
proposal and express an opinion. 

Elmwood Park Ravine 

So far as I'm concerned, there 
are other solutions to the traffic 
problem that deserve at least 
equal consideration, 

For instance, why not revive 
the sleeping dog issue of the Eim- 
wood Park ravine? It could be 
filled in, converted to parking 
and an entrance opened onto Hap- 
py Hollow Boulevard. 

If that ditch was saved last 
year because of the cries of out- 
raged citizen who claimed it was 
a thing of beauty, how do those 
road planners think they can 
carve up the less-debatable beau- 
ty of the OU campus? 

Secondly, the access road ad- 
vocates admit that a third west- 
bound Jane is to be built on the 

- north side of Dodge Street. Why 
not go ahead and build and let 
the center lane handle the left 
turn traffic? 

Signal Moved for Walkers 

Also, say these planners, the 
project would help pedestrians, 
both from OU and from the grade 

- school across the street. 

This is mentioned in connection 
with moving the traffic ilght to 
Sixty-second Street. 

Seems to me that adding an- 
other thoroughfare only increases 
their dangers, Why not a pedes- 
trian underpass such as those 
near Tech, Central and Benson 
High Schools? . 

To me the problem is not one 
of shifting the bulk of the traffic 
east a couple blocks but rather 
one of dispersing them through 
other entratices. : 

Bail Must Decide 

That’s a question of persua- 
sion, not so much construction. 

There’s already an access road 
to the south entrances—and the 
Elmwood Park ravine. It’s called 
Farnam Street. 

So long at students insist on 
driving out Dodge Street every 
morning there’s going to be a 
Jeft turn snarl. Building an access 
road a hundred feet wide would 
not change that. They’ve got to 
‘buck the eastbound traffic and: 
get across. 

Much simpler would be to bag 
the left turns. . 

When Dr. Bail makes his study 
he’s got to consider that, He's 
got to bear in mind the propor- 
tionate gain and loss of this folly.

Bonner: We Need to Revive 
Norris’ Type’ of Leadership 


A desire to revive George Nor- 
ris-type leadership for Nebraska 
has led Dr, Thomas Bonner to 
openly accept the draft Bonner 
campaign begun by Omahans. 

“Nebraska needs a Congress- 
man who stands for the renown 
jdeals of the late Senator. Nor- 
his: progressivism, social legisla- 
tion, independence, rugged in- 
dividualism and courage,” Dr. 
Bonnner explained. 

The OU social science depart- 
ment head believes that “pigmy 
the electorate to decide elections 
politicians have skillfully induced 
on a specific issue instead of 
considering the abilities of a 
man,” 

According to him, voters 
should question the intellectual 
abllity, knowledge span and op- 
enmindedness of a candidate, 

“His ability to represent his 
people and to get along with 
others should also be a deter- 
mining factor,” Dr. Bonner said. 

The Bonner write-iri campaign 


exemplifies Bonner’s theory that - 


the office should seek the man, 
rather than the man seek the 
office. 

“Our present system of elect-" 
ing candidates puts stress on in- 
dividual political ambitions,” he 
said. “I believe this method gives 
the office seeker an urge to pow- 
er that he shouldn't have.” 

Dr. Bonner was sought out 
five weeks ago by a large num- 
ber of voters who coudn'’t get 
enthused about either of the of- 
ficial candidates for second dis- 
trict Representative. He watched 


the progress for two weeks, but . 


didn’t endorse the campaign pub- 
licly until he realized people were 


getting excited about it, includ- 


ing the two candidates. 

His first public statement was 
in response to what the candi- 
dates said at a meeting in West 
Omaha, 

‘The write-in candidate this 
weekend will again challenge 
candidates Glenn Cunningham 


_and Joseph Benesch to a debate. 
According to Dr. Bonner they. 


have declined previously “because 


they don’t want. tp call any more - 


attention.to the movement since 
they have much to lose by it and 
nothing to gain. I also believe 
they’re afraid to debate,” he 
added. ; : 

Dr. Bonner contends that in- 
cumbent Cunningham doesn’t 
take a definite stand on issues 


many times and doesn’t com- . 


pletely represent his electorate. 

“Although he definitely repre- 
sents the upperclass ~ conserva- 
tives, at times he has backed 
labor,” he poimted out. “Yet, he 
hasn’t championed the broad so- 


‘elal program of the working: 


man.” : 

Dr. Bonner contends ‘that Ne- 
brasica suffers from the dispro- 
portionate strength. of the: two 
parties. “When one party pre- 
dominates as in Nebraska, that 


“Tom Bonner até 7 wr e-in candidate. 
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party in selecting someone does 
not have to fear opposition. On 
the other hand, the opposition 
has trouble finding a. qualified 


candidate who will run against 
such a strong opposing party.” 

He forsees that the write-in 
campaign won’t end at the polls 
Nov. 8—that if will be only the 
start of a great independent 
movement in Nebraska. 

After the election he wants to 
organize a George Norris Memo- 
rial League comprised of Uni- 
versity and non-University people 
who want to further the pro- 
gressive and independent ideas 
of Norris, 

“Prominent statesmen. will be 
invited to speak, and political in- 
terest will be kept alive among_ 
members of both parties between 
elections,” he concluded. 

A biogtaphical sketch of Dr, 
Bonner indicates that he is a na- 
tive of New York and has ‘been 
a professor of history at OU since 
1955, He received his Ph.D from 
Northwestern University in 1951. 
Before coming to OU he was a 
Fulbright lecturer at the Uni- 
versity of Mainz, Germany, and 
Academic Dean of William Woods 
College, Mo. :
